Pact Signed Sunday Night 


teims, France, May 7— 
Germany surrendered un- 
conditionally to the Western 
Allies and Russia at 2:41 a, 
m., French ‘Time, today. 
(This was at 8:41 p. m., 
Rastern War Time Sunday.) 

The surrender took place 
at a little red school house 
which is the headquarters 
of General Bisenhower. 

The surrender, which 
brought the war in Europe 
to a formal end after five 
years, eight months and six 
days of bloodshed and de- 
struction, was signed for 
Germany by Col. Gen. Gus- 
tav Jodl, new chief of staff 
ef the German army. 

It was signed for the su- 
preme Allied command by 
Lieut. Gen. Walter Bedell 
Smith, chief of staff for Gen- 
eral Eisenhower. It was al- 
so signed by Gen. Ivan Sus- 
loparoff for Russia and by 
Gen. Francois Sevez for 
France. 

General Eisenhower was 
not present at the signing, 
but immediately after Jodl 
and his fellow delegate, 
yen, Adm. Hans Georg 


Friedeburg, were received 
by the supreme commander. 
They were asked sternly 
if they understood the sur- 
render terms imposed upon 
Germany and if they would 
be carried out by Germany. 
They answered yes. 
Germany, which began 
the war with a ruthless at- 
tack upon Poland, followed 
by successive aggressions 
and brutality in internment 
camps, surrendered with an 
appeal to the victors for 
merey toward the German 
people and armed forces.

PACIFIC: 
Guerrillas Help 


Effective in harassing enemy 
strength in Europe, guerrillas are 
playing an equally effective role in 
the Philippines, where their opera- 
tions behind Japanese lines are 
helping to reduce their position. 

While regular American army 
units tightened their hold on the 
Baguio district in northern Luzon, 
where the Japanese were putting up 
a last stand, Philippine guerrillas 
sallied far behind the front lines 
to capture the big port of Vigan 
and adjacent airfield and clean up 


EUROPE: 
Trap Closes 

With Adolf Hitler himself directing 
the city’s defenses, Berlin stood as 
a burning symbol as combined U. S., 
British, Russian and French armies 
sought a speedy knockout of Ger- 
man remnants to bring the war to 
an early conclusion. 

Of all the savage city fighting of 
World War II — fighting which left 
such historic centers as Warsaw and 
Vienna in ruin—none approached the 
ferocity of the battle for Berlin, 
where German women and even 
children reportedly joined the 500,- 
000 army defenders in a fanatical 
attempt to curb the Russian steam- 
roller. 

With both Germans and Russians 
fighting with a burning hatred for 
each other, the battle swirled from 
house to house through rubble 
strewn streets, with massed Red 
artillery and air fleets steadily re-

THE TRAGEDY OF THE 
NORTHERN KINGDOM 


LESSON TEXT—I Kings 12:26-30; 19: 
1.4, 13b-18; II Kings 17:7, 8. 

GOLDEN TEXT—O magnify the Lord 
with me, and let us exalt His name to- 
gether.—Psalm 34:3. 


Nations as well as people come 
to crossroads in their history, and 
taking the wrong road then means 
future disaster. Solomon had built 
up a great national prosperity, but 
at the expense of heavy taxes, He 
had forgotten God, and was suc- 
ceeded by a son who followed in his 
footsteps, 

Offered an opportunity to ease the 
burden of the people (I Kings 12-14), 
Rehoboam in his folly made it great- 
er, and the nation was divided. The 
ten northern tribes, which were 
henceforth to be known as Israel, 
followed Jeroboam, and the two 
southern tribes under Rehoboam be- 
came the kingdom of Judah. 

Jeroboam started with God's 
favor, and might have led his people 
aright, but instead he became the 
king whose name stood for wicked- 
ness (see II Kings 15:18). The story 
of that downfall is a sad picture of 
unbelief and failure. 

I, Religion Meets

Jerusalem, now in the rival king- 
dom of Judah, was the center of 
Hebrew worship. While the people 
of Israel were free to go there 
to worship, Jeroboam saw that it 
might lead to their being led away 
from him, It was a shrewd political 
Geduction, but it left God out of the 
picture.

Approximately 38,500,000 troops 
were carried by rail in organized 
movements from Pearl Harbor 
to the end of February, 1945, 
the Association of American 
Railroads discloses. 

This number, it is said, does 
not include the millions of others 
traveling under orders in small- 
er groups or the millions of 
servicemen and women com- 
muting on furloughs,

Working together to finish off the 
Germans in the north, the allies 
also cooperated to K, O, them in 
the south, with two drives aiming 
to smash the Nazis’ vaunted na- 
tional redoubt in the Bavarian Alps 
and pinch off the great arsenal of 
Czechoslovakia. 

In the first instance, the French 
1st army, the U. S. 7th and 9th and 
the Russians rode hard on the ene- 
my’s mountain hideout from the 
west, north and east in an attempt 
to enter it before fanatical SS men 
could steady themselves for a stand. 
In the other instance, the U. S, 3rd 
army pushed into Czechoslovakia 
from the west while Russians 
moved in from the east, with the 
Yanks also swinging southward into 
Austria for a hookup with the 
Reds. Thus was a solid ring of steel 
forged around Hitler’s last impor- 
tant industrial area. 

In Italy, fast U. S. and British 
motorized columns and low-flying 
planes shot up retreating Nazi troop 
columns falling back on the Alps

weather is too cold (or too warm), 
etc., etc., we should be on guard. 

Religious ease was a big step 
downward for Israel, and it can be 
for any other nation. Where does 
America stand in that important 
matter? 

II. A Queen Meets a Prophet (I 
Kings 19:1-4, 13b-18). 

Elijah under the mighty hand of 
God had defied the wicked king, 
Ahab, and his more wicked queen, 
Jezebel; yes, and all the prophets 
of Baal, and had been gloriously 
victorious I Kings 18:17-41). 

The queen, who was devilish in 
her wickedness and determination 
to destroy the worship of the true 
God, threatened the prophet. He 
who had met the challenge of the 
hundreds of prophets fled in fear 
before the relentless hatred of this 
venomous woman, 

The prophet felt that all was lost, 
but God revealed to him that even 
in that dark day there were many 
who were still true to Him (v, 18). 
It is a precious and encouraging bit 
of light in an otherwise dark scene, 

Our main interest in this lesson is 
not the experience of the prophet, 


God, 


Kings 17:7, 8). 

The hour had struck when God's 
heavy hand of judgment had to fall 
on Israel, the northern kingdom of 
10 tribes. Verse 6 of this chapter 
relates their carrying away into cap- 
tivity to Assyria, and verses 7-9 tell 
us the reason for that judgment. 

Ingratitude for God's blessing (v. 
7) led to the worship of other 
gods (v. 8). They knew God’s hatred 
for the sin of idolatry, and His 
judgment upon those who walked 
in that way, but they went right 
on. 
Note in verse 9 that these things 
were done “secretly.” ‘‘The same 
thing is true today of many who 
profess to be the people of God. The 
line of demarcation between the 
church and the world is not clearly 
drawn. We do well to note care- 
fully the outcome of this course of 
procedure on Israel's part (vv. 6, 
18). The fact that Israel did these 
things ‘secretly did not hide them 
from the eyes of Jehovah (Ps, 139: 
1, 2; Heb. 4:13)". (John W. Brad- 
bury).

Fifteen deaths were re- 
ported from cancer in Cof- 
fee County in 1944. It is a 
known fact that cancer con- 
tributed to other deaths not 
recorded as such on the 
death certificate. It is esti- 
mated that if the public 
would make a thorough ef- 
fort to do their part in can- 
cer control, about 10 Coffee 
County people would be 
saved each year above our 
present death rate. 

Cancer deaths were  re- 
ported last year at an aver- 
age rate of nearly six a day. 
iDr. B. F. Austin, State 
Health Officer, points out 
in urging Alabamians to co- 
operate with their local 
county commanders of the 
iField Army of the American 
Cancer Society in its cancer 
education program. This 
program is carried on all 
through the year, he ex- 
plained, but receives special 
emphasis during April and 
May, when the annual en- 
listment campaign is held.

Claiming to have been designated 
new fuehrer by Hitler himself be- 
fore his reported death, Doenitz 
made an early revamp of the new 
government in an effort to make it 
more tasteful to the Allies, with non- 
Nazi Count Von Krosigk supplanting 
Joachim Von Ribbentrop as foreign 
minister, Skilled as finance minis- 
ter, Von Krosigk played a prominent 
part in the buildup of German indus- 
try during the Hitler regime, 

Doenitz’s participation in the sur- 
render negotiations followed Himm- 
ler’s earlier failure to arrange a 
capitulation to Great Britain and the 
U. S., the two powers insisting on 
the inclusion of Russia, Although 
Doenitz declared that the reich was 
carrying on the war against the 
Reds alone, Britain and America 
again made it plain that they could 
consider no surrender unless the 
Nazis also laid down their arms to 
the Russians. 

Germany's end approached with 
the Big Three powers substantially 
occupying the reich along lines pre- 
viously mapped out, with the British 
holding the northwest portion, the 
U. S. the central and south, and Rus- 
sia the northeast. The same condi- 
tion existed in Austria, where the 
Reds held Vienna and contiguous 
territory as planned while U. S. 
armies moved in to take over the 
western, portion, 

As Speer sounded the death-knell 
of Nazi Germany, he admitted the 
reich was at the Allies’ mercy. Said 
he: ‘It lies with our enemies wheth- 
er they wish to grant the German 
people the possibilities that lie open 
to the nation, ... As far as the en- 
emy allows it or where he orders it, 
reconstruction work should be speed- 
ed up by every means.” 


‘Painful Experience’ 


Of all the prominent German 
generals who surrendered to the Al- 
lies, none was more _ prominent 
than 69-year-old Field Marshal 
Karl Rudolph Gerd Von Rundstedt, 
ace strategist who directed the 
enemy break-through in the Ar- 
dennes last winter. Brought to Lieu-

U. S. BUDGET: 
Big Cut 


Because of the favorable progress 
of the war, President Truman was 
able to take axe in hand and pare 
the budget for the year beginning 
July 1 by almost $7,500,000,000 to a 
total of $83,000,000,000, $70,000,000,- 
600 of which will represent military 
expenditures. 


Biggest reduction of all was a 
$7,365,000,000 slash in shipbuilding 
funds, with the maritime commis- 
sion left $2,242,500 for completing 
the present construction program 
and $600,000,000 for future building, 
reconversion of vessels and restora- 
tion of productive facilities. 


Because of the expectations of an 
early victory in Europe, $43,710,400 
was cut from the budget of the Fed- 
eral Security administration for edu- 
cation and training of defense 
workers; $13,200,000 from the Office 
of Scientific Research and Develop- 
ment; $12,100,000 from the Office of 
War Information for psychological 
warfare and activities in neutral 
countries; $8,894,000 from the War 
Production board for direction over 
some material controls to be re- 
moved after V-E day; $4,800,000 in 
the Office of Censorship for opera- 
tions in areas contiguous to Europe, 
and $3,300,000 for the Office of De- 
fense Transportation for supervi- 
sion of traffic expected to improve 
by December 31. 


PACIFIC: 
U-Boat Drive 

Operating in air-conditioned 
submarines, equipped with sun 
lamps and ice cream machines, 
daring U. S. raiders are inflict- 
ing a heavy toll on Japanese 
naval and cargo shipping alike, 
having already sunk 400,000 tons 
of combat vessels and 4,000,000 
tons of commercial craft. 

De luxe furnishing of American 
submersibles does not imply any 
softening of their doughty crews, 
Vice Adm.

After accepting coffee and cognac, 
Von Rundstedt then asked for a 
cigarette, and in answer to his at- 
tending physician's protest against 
smoking because of his heart, he 
said: ‘'. , . There are few things 
left now — and the doctors try to 
keep me from enjoying them.” 

Commander-in-chief of German 
forces in the west at the time of 
the Allied invastion of France, Von 
Rundstedt said that the American air 
force’s pulverization of railroads 
and roadways made it impossible 
for him to bring up reinforcements 
to counter the landings. 

Among the last men to see Hitler, 
Von Rundstedt said that although 
the fuehrer appeared in good health 
when he bid him farewell in March 
he shook as if with palsy.
